SIR, 

I HAD the honor to receive yerterday a Letter from the Chief 
Secretary to the Governmeat of Fort St. George, tranf- 
mitting for my guidance, a Copy of the Difpatch * which was ad- 
dieiTcd to that Government, by His Excellency the Mod Noble 
the Governor General in Council^ dated the 5th of Odobeif 
1804. 

Previoufly to the receipt of the dire^ions contained In that 
difpatch, I had prepared, and was about to difpatch, a Report 
on the affairs of Myfoor, addrefled to the Right Honorable the 
Governor in Council of Fort St. George j and conceiving that 
it might not be expedient, to revife, and reform, an account of 
the pad affairs of the Government of Myfoor, under the im- 
preflions ari(ing from the important change, which has now 
been effedted in its political relations ; I am induced to requeft 
that you will do me the honor of fubmitting that Report in its 
a£lual form to the confideration of His Excellency the Moft 
Noble the Governor General in Council.

A VARIETY of caufes have prevented the fucceflivc 
Refidents at the Court of His Highnefs the 
Rajah of Myfoor, from preparing for the confideration of the 
Government of Fort St. George^ the detailed reports on the in« 
terior adminiftration, the refources and expenditure of the Go« 
vernment of Myfoor^ which were prefcribed in the orders of His 
Excellency the Moll Noble the Governor General in Council, 
dated 4th September 1799* 

n. During a confiderable portion of the time in which Colonel 
Clofe filled that important office, his attention was necefiarily 
engrofTed by the means of eftablilhing, and confolidating the" 
authority of the new government ; and fubfequently, a long feries 
of fevcrc ill health deprived the public of theufeful information, 
which during that'interval of leifure, might otherwife have been 
expe(^ed from his well known talents. 

3. The fucccffors of Colonel Clofe have hitherto been pre- 
vented by other avocations of extenfive national importance, 
from a refidence in Myfoor of fufficient continuance, to admit 
of any coniiderable attention to the detail of fuch a report.

4* When I was dircded in the month of February laft. to 
afTunne the temporary charge of this Relidency, the probable 
period appeared to be,< extremely ^ ^i^^ ^uring which I fliould 
be required to a£l in >(hat capacity ; and each fuccedive month 
feemed to indicate the next as the time when I (hould be relieved 
from the honorable duties ^withoyhipli I \^%d been intruded* 

5« Under thefe circumilances, I confidered the time and 
opportunities^ that I could poflibly command, to be inconfiflent 
with the adoption of any fyfteroatic plan, for preparing the ma- 
terials of fuch a report; and I accordingly refrained from ex-* 
tending my . viewi^b«yond ibe . executian ^i the current duties of 

the Kifiimoy- 

6. Thefe duties however, neceflarity involved a certain degree 
of invefligation^ on feveral of the objeds prefcribcdyby the in«* 
ftrudtions of September 179^; the general fubjeft of Myfoor had 
formerly been rendered familiar to my mind, by the communi- 
cations of private friend&ip, and official intercourfe with Co- 
lonel Clofe, and by the advantage of (imilar communications

The materials 
for a report on fome of thofe obje£lS| thus itifenfibly increafcd 
without the previous de£gn of collecting them.

7* It was my original intentiori to have transferred to Major 
Malcolm*, on his return to Myfoor, fuch fads and memoranda as 
I inight thus acg[uire, with the view of their being hereafter ap- 
plied by him to the purpofes of a general report ; that Gentle- 
maa however, having lately reprefcnted to me the propriety of 
no longer delaying a comnuinication, however imperfe6l, of fuch 
information as may have been obtained, I have been induced 
chiefly at his fuggeftion, to attempt fome arrangement of thefe 
defultory materials, trufting to your Lordfhip's goodnefs for an 
indulgent confideration of the fources of imperfcdion which have 
been defcribed.

Highnefs the Rajah of Myfoor had, from the remoteft periods

9. The Dynaily o£ Rajahs of Myfoor from whom Hydcr Alli 
ufurped the government, ahhough of fome antiquity, is defcended 
from a former dynafly reduced at a remote period by one of thofe 
revolutions^ 

10. The condudl of the Rajahs of Myfoor towards the Polygars 
whom they had conquered, or reduced to a ftate of dependance, 
does not feem to have been governed by fixed rules. Their preva- 
lent policy however appears to have refemblcd that of Hyder Alli, 
who aimed at a gradual redu6lion of the dire£l authority of the 
Polygars*

1 1. Such of them as contented to the payment of a moderate 
Peifhcnfli, and performed their military fervices with fidelity, were 
permitted to retain the exercife of the police, and of the civil 
government within their rcfpedlivc PoUams*. 

12. The diftrids of the refraftory were generally annexed as 
conqueils to the Circar lands. In one or the other of thef€ 
modes, and chiefly in the latter, Hyder AUi reduced all the Poly- 
gars within his territories to obedience, precarious of courfe from 
the habits of the people, and always liable to interruption from 
any coniiderable diminution of the troops appointed for the fer- 
vice of the refpedtive diftri6ls« 


13, Tippoo Sultaun attempted, and with the qualification de- 
fcribed in the preceding paragraph, I believe accoinplifhed, in

fation of every kind, which grew olit of the bigotry and grofe 

barbarifm of his Government, a large proportion of the Pollams, 

which continued to be reprefented at the Prtfcnce* as under Circar 

management, were by a mutual colluiicn of the Polygar and 

Aumil, held by the former; and the degree of authority whiph 

fliould be cxercifcd by the latter, came at length to depend on the 

fuffcrance of the Polygar who had oficn but fleiidejc claims to.

14. On the cflabliflimcflt of the prefent Government, there 
were accordingly few diflric^ls that did not furnifb at lead one 
claimant, pofTcfTing or pretending to the hereditary jurifdidioa* 

15. The mifchief was not confined to the revival of former 
prctenfions ; in fomc cafes the Potails-f-, and in others, the QflBcert 
of Police, emulating the Polygar charader, and copying their 
hiftory, fought to obtain the independent rule of their refptdlive 
villages, and the privilege of encroaching on their neighbours j 
and the Ryots who could afford a bribe, were generally fuccefsful 
in procuring a falfe entry in the books of the diftrift, of the ^uan-i- 

tity of land for which they paid a rent. 

16. In fome diftrifts attempts were made by the newly 
appointed Afophs or Aumils, to reform thcfc latter abufcs; but 
the frequent, and latterly, the fyftematic aflalllnation of fuch re* 
formers, terrified their fucceffors ; and thtfe feeble and ineffedual 
efforts ferved only to confirm the mcft bafe and abjc'ft rcciprocani 
tion of licentioufncfs and corruption.

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i*^. When to this ftatc of things is added the turbulent charadcr 
of the numerous Mahomcdans, then inhabiting Myfoor, who wcrf 
neceiTarily excluded from the liberal provifion which had b^^en 
extended to the principal Officers of the late adminiftration, the 
fade of eftablifbing the new Government, was of no ordinary diffi^ 
culty ; and its early and fuccefsful accomplifhment muft next to 
thofe meafures of a general nature which diredted the great ar- 
rangements of that period j be attributed to the energy, the talents, 
and cordial co-operation, of the Uncommon men, who were (elec- 
ted for the execution of the Civil* and Militaryf duties ; and to 
the fortunate chpice of a DewanJ, who, tp a mind of tingular vigor, 
added an extenfive acquaintance with the refources of the Coun- 
try, and an iniiniate knowledge of charaflers f and was thus cap4- 
ble of colleding and combining at once, all that had been ufcful 
in the eftabliftiments of the late Goverrimcrit*

j8. With a view to compofe and encourage the well afFedled, 
and to obviate unnecejGTary alarm in thofc of an oppofite character, 
the new adminiftration commenced its proceedings, by proclaimino- 
an unqualified remiflion of all balances of revenue, and the refto- 
laiion of the ancient Hindoo rate of Affeffmcnti on the Lands, 
9nd in the Sayer§«

J 9. For the maintenance of public authority, a fmall but fe- 
lea body of Cavalry, Infantry, and Peons, was coUeded from 
the ruins of the Sultaun*s Army ; and for the prefervation of 
interior tranquility, a plan was adopted, which dcferves to be 
more particularly dcfcribcd. The ancient Military Force of the 
Country confided of Peons or irregular Foot, varioufly armed, but 
principally with Matchlocks and Pikes; thcfc men trained from

their infancy according to their meafure of difcipline, to Mili- 
tary cxcrcifcs, were moft of them alfo cultivators of the foil; 
but the vacant part of the year had ufually been allotted to Mi* 
litary cnterprizc, and when the circumftances of their rcfpedivc 
Chiefs offered nothing more important, thefe reftlefs habits led 
them to private depredation j it was nccefTary that men of thefe 
propenfities fhoold cither be conftantly reftrained by the prefence 
of a Urge Military force; or be made by proper employment to 
feel an intereft in the (lability of the Government; and there was 
no hefitation with regard to this alternative, if the latter fhould 
be found to be pradlicable, Hyder Alii had employed large 
bodies of thefe men in his Garrifons and Armies. Tippoo Sultaun 
had diminiflied their numbers for an increafe of his regular In- 
fantry; but neither of thofc Chieftains ftcadily purfued any 
fyflematic plan on this important fubjefl.

ao. The fyftem adopted by the Dewan, will be bed under- 
ftood from his firft inftrudlions on that fubjedl to his Aumils, viz. 

1. To engage in the fervice of the State, at leaft one indivi- 
dual from each family of the Military Clafs. 

2. To refpcft the ancient ufages of their fevcral diftrids with 
regard to the terms on which Peons were bound to Military 
Service. * 

3* In all practicable cafes, to aflign wade lands, in lieu 
of one half of their pay, according to the prevailing ufagc of 
ancient times. 


21. Their local duties were defined to confifl, in taking their 
eafy tour of guard in the little forts or walled villages to 
which they were attached ; and in being ready at all times to obey 
the calls of the Officers of Police. 


22. Their village pay, half in land and half in money, va* 
ries from two to three rupees per month, with a Batta of three 
and a half, if called out from their refpeftivc diflrifts, when fre- 
quent

qucnt reliefs according to their domcftic convenience arc alveays 
allowed. One thoufand of them were prevailed on to enroll 
themfelves for occailonal fervice as Dooly Bearers, and four hun-* 
dred and fifty of that number ferved with the Company's Army 
during the late operations without a iingle defertion; and eight 
hundred and fcventecn of the number, perform the duty of Run« 
Hers to the Poft Office of the Government of Myfoor* 


a3« This nriay perhaps l)e the mofl: convenient place for 
ilating the effect of this arrangement after an experience of 
five years; the number of Peons thus enrolled, cxclufively of 
thofe in conftant pay, amounted during the two firft years to 
20,027 perfons; and their annual pay to 2,25,86a Canterai 
Pagodas: better information and improved arrangements, enabled 
the Dcwan in the third year to reduce the number to 17,726, and 
the cxpence to 1,84,718 Canterai pagodas. In the fourth and 
fifth years, they were reduced to 15,247 perfons, and the expence 
to 1,48,478 Canterai Pagodas; and this amount is confidered by 
the Dewan to be nearly as low as it can with prudence be reduced*

24. This head of difburfement is entered in the public ac- 
counts under the Expences of Management ; and if confidered 
exclufively as a revenue charge, is doubtlefs very . heavy. The 
following confiderations however will Ihew, that it is balanced 
by very important advantages, cxclufively of the realization of 
the revenue. 

Fir/i. The tranquility of the country has never experienced the 
leaft interruption, fince the firft eftablifliment of the Government ; 
and although this refult may be in part attributed to the main-» 
tenance of a fixed military cftabliihment, for general purpofcs, 
yet this caufc is by no means adequate to the cfFeft produced, 
if any general difcontent had prevailed among the Peons. la 
fad there is every reafon to believe, that they are generally fa* 
tisfied with their prefent condition. 

Secondly. During the laf ter part of the Government of Tippoo

Sultaon, the fyftem of private depredation had been fo efFeSually 
organized, that a portion of the crop was uniformly paid by 
the Ryots as the price of exemption from plunder. When the 
arrangendents of the Peons had been fufficiently confolidated, the 
Dewari was enabled to relieve the Country from this fource of 
opprcffion. 

"Thirdly. By means of the large cftablifhment of Peons, a Police 
has been organized, throughout the Country, not yielding in vigor 
and efficiency to any that 1 have had the opportunity cf obferving 
in other parts of India, and finally an irregular force of 20,000 
well afFe£led men can, in confequence of this arrangement, be af- 
fembled on any emergency at a few days notice.

25. While there preliminary meafures were in the ccnirfe of 
being efFe6led, the Dewan and the Refident commenced their 
tour through the Country ; accompanied by the fmall body of 
Troops which the Dewan hiad been able to collet and equip. 

%S. The meafures to be adopted with regard to the Polygars 
were the firft which preffed for adjuftmcnt, and the explicit di- 
reflions contained in the iaftruflions of the Governor General 
in Council, were entirely conformable to the previous opinions 
of the Dewan.

37. The talents, the addrefs, and the high reputation of 
Colonel Clofe, to which may be attributed a large portion of 
all that Your Lordfliip in Council fhall approve in the admi« 
niftration of Myfoor, were of the moft eiTcntial aid to the De^n 
wan, in the arrangement of this moil arduous affair : the impe« 
diments were numerous, perplexing and hazardous: but I be«« 
lievc that Colonel Clofe, with the unaffuming efficiency which 
belongs to his charader, furmounted all thefe obftades mxh* 
out reporting a difficulty.

31. The corrupt {yCtetn which has already been described, 
oppofed the impediments which might have been cxpeQcd, to 
the regular introduQion of the authority of the Govemtnent, 
into the remaining parts of the Country. 

32. The expedient of affaflinating an Aumil was veforted to, 
at an early period; but the Police had cVen then affumed fo 
efficient a form, that all the murderers were traced and executed : 
and this favage experiment has not been renewed. 

33; The revolutions which had odcnrfed at an cattier or 
more recent period in every diftrift of Myfbor do not fecm to 
have altered the tenures on which the lands were held by the 
adlual cultivators of the foil,

fee noticed, the general tenure of land does not diflFcr from that 
which prevails in the Lower Carnatic. 

35. It is defcribed in the technical language of the Revenue irt 
the lower Garnatic by a term {Meeras^) not very well apprOi< 
priated to fo imperfed a tenure : and 1 believe is defined in the 
Records of Fort St. George, to be ** the hereditary right of cuU 
tivation,^* or the right of a Tenant and his Heirs, to occupy, a 
certain ground, fo long as they continue to pay the cuftomary 
rent of the <iiftri<^ ; but as in the aiflual condition of the peo« 
pie, the rent can only be paid while the land is cultivated. 
I believe it is held, that the right no longer exifts, than while 
it is thus cxercifed z and when the tenant ceafes to cultivate, the 
light reverts to the Government, which is free to confer it on 
another.

36. In the provinces of Bednore and BuUum, the property of 
the foil is veded in the landholder; and the hereditary right of 
fucceffion to that property is held in as great refpcS, as in any 
part of Europe. The cents being paid in money, and the Of- 
ficers of the Government having no further interference with the 
Ryots, than to receive thofe rents, the tenure of land in thofe 
Provinces is highly refpedable.

37. This venerable inftitution of hereditary properly and 
fixed rents is attributed to Seapa Naick, a Rajah, who governed 
that Country in the [blank in the original]] Century, and the rent 
cllablifhed by him is faid to have continued without augmentation 
until the conqueft by Hyder Alii; there is reafon however to 
believe, that under the form of contributions, to defray the ex- 
pence of marriages and aids on extraordinary occafions, the renf 
aftually paid, wasconfiderably enhanced; Military Service was at 
all times a condition of the tenure.

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On the conqucll of Bcdnorc by Hydcr Alii in the year 1763 
he at firfl attempted to conciliate the principal landholders ; but 
having difcovered a confpiracy to affaflinatc him, fupportcd by 
the landholders, and headed by the Chief OfHcers of the late 
Government, and fome of his own confidential Servants, he pro- 
ceeded, after the execution of not lefs than three hundred per* 
fons, todifarm the landholders; and to commute their Military 
Service for a Money payment ; holding the Country in fub- 
jeftion, by means of an eftabliOiment of 25,000 foreign Peons. 
In the long period which has fincc elapfed, the Military habits 
of the natives have been in fome degree cxtinguifhed, and the 
Dewan having no wafte lands to confer, continues to employ 

fuch Peons as are requifite from other di{lri(3;s on a money 
payment.

38. This ajQTcflment of the lands continued without alteration 
until the Peace of 179a, which deprived TippooSultaun of one-half 
of his territories, and fuggefted to him the fingular expedient 
of compenfating that lofs, by a proportional affeflment on his 
remaining pofleffions. This meafurc in Bednorc, as well as 
clfcwhere, produced an efFeft exaftly the converfc of yvhat was 
intended : and added to other abundant caufes, terminated, in 
the abfolute ruin of his finances.

39. On the cftabliftiment of the prefent Government of 
Myfoor, the landholders of Bednore attempted to ftipulate for 
the rcfloration of the ancient rates of land tax of Scapa Naick, ^ 
and the remiffion of the pecuniary commutation for Military * 
fervice eftablilhed by Hyder AUi : It was afcertained in Bednorc, , The .(re(r«e«t 
and I believe alfo in Canara^ that the commutation fixed bv "^y*'^* p"^*** 
Hydcr is fair and moderate : the rates of 1764 have according- 
ly been adopted as the fixed land tax, and at this time appear 
to give fatisfadion.

41. The authority of Hyder AUir or of Trppoo Sultaan, 
over this province^ was extremely precarious, and the prefenoe of 
an Army was always neceilary^ to enforce the paynncnt of tb# 
revenue ; the rates of the land tax had accordingly iiudluated ; 
but have been fix::d by the prcfertt Government, at i ftandarrf 
which appears xo be acceptable to the landholders. No part of 
Myfoor has been more tranquil than BuIIum, fince the period 
thait the aQuil authority of the government was for the flril 
time intioduccd into that proviiKC in i3oi-'2.

43. The inhabitants of the diftritft pf Tayoor had rather the 
tradition than the exercife of fuch rights, which has been reftorcd 
to them by the prefent Dewan 1 and throughout the country, 
he has gen^iiiily confirmed the property of the foil to the pofw 
feflbrs of plantations of Arica^, Cocoa«nut, and other plants,, 
which are not annual; the exceptions to this latter meafure prin* 
cipally apply to gardens and plantations which Had gone to 
decay under the late government, from over affcflment; and to* 
thofe which have recently been formed, and do not yet admit 
of the adjaftment of a fixed rent : be fhews a general difpofition 
to accede to the propofals of individuals,' for fixing the rents, 
and fccuring the property on every defcription of land ; but he 
does not prefs it, a^ a mcafure of goveinmcnt, 'which the ryots 
habitually receive with fufpicion; and holds the opinion that 
people muft be made gradually to undcrftand. and wifli for fuch 
a meafure, before it can be conferred and received as a benefit.

454 The whole of the revenue is undet Amauny manage- 
mei^r. The cultivatiors of dry lands pay a fixed money rent, 
calculated to be equal to about one-third of the crop ; and thofc 
of the Wet or Rice lands, a payment nonninally in kind of about 
one-half of the crop ; but generally difcharged in money at the 
averaged rates of the Diftriet, which are adjuftcd foon as the 
ftitte of the crop admits of an eftimate being made- of its value. ' 
When the AuhmI aad Ryots cannot agree on the money payment, 
it is received in kind* The precarious nature of the Rice cul- 
tivation in the Central and Eaftern part of Myfoor^ (which will 
be noticed hereafter,) m^^kes it difficult to remedy this very in- 
convenient pradlicej and it. has hitherto been found impra&i- 
cable to adjuft any money rents for wet cultivation, in thofc 
parts of the country.

46* It has been Elated that the aiTefTment on dry lands, is 
about one-third of the crop, and on wet lands about one- 
half; it is not however to be inferred, that thefe proportions 
give the relative value of equal portions of wet and dry 
land. An alTumption of thefts proportions as a meafure of value, 
would lead to the moft extenfive errors; aad as Ragee^^ the prin- 
cipal produce of dry land, conflitutes the food of the great mafs 
of the inhabitants, it may be ufcful in this place and requifitc 
to a corrcd knowledge of the nature of thefe affeffments, to ftatc 
thit details neceifary to a true computation.

48. The term Candy^ a dry meafure hitherto of variable quan- 
tity in different Diftrids, which will be noticed hereafter, i$ that 
which is univerfally applied in defcribing a portion of land. 

49. Thus a Candy of land fignifies, the extent in which a 
Candy of feed grain is fown ; but as any given extent of wet 
land, requires about four times the quantity of feed, that can 
be fown with advantage in the fame extent of dry land, it foI« 
lows, that a Candy of dry land is about four times as large as a 
Candy of wet land : and this difference in the amount of feed 
and produce in a given extent of land, appears to conftitute tha 
true fuperiority of wet land over dry. 

50. On thefe data, let the grofa produce of a Candy of wet 
land be taken at 24 : its rent (^) is 12 : the grofa produce of the 
fame Candy of dry land gives a rent (|-) of 8, but this Candy 
being four times the extent of the former, the adtual extent in 
wet land which gives a rent of 12, gives in dry land a rent of 
no more than z i and the true relative value of wet and dry land, 
inffead of being as |^ to j- is as fix to one nearly, and exadtly fo, 
if both be exadtly of the fame clafs in point of quality. 

51. In confidering the tenures 'and the aflcfTments of lands, in 
Myfoor, it was difScult to refrain from fome attempt, towards 
cflimating the relative condition of the people, compared with 
thofe of oiher countries, in regard to the proportion of the groft 
produce of the foil which rewards the labour of the hufbandry. 

52* It is extremely difficult to find any native, capable of en« 
tering into the very minute details, neceffary for a prad:ical analyfis^

of an Englifh farm, will require a much larger proportion of the

^ / cf' Englifli proportion of 33^ per cent, we allot to the Indian farmer 

the ample allowance of twenty-feven per cent, there will remain to

103. But the objedt in which the principles of proceeding 
differ mod eflentially, from thofe of an Englifh Court, is in the 
degree of credit which is given to thetcflimony upon Oath. 

104. It appears to be in the fpirit of Englilh jurifprudencc to 
receive as true, the teftimony of a competent Witnefs until his 
credibility is impeached. 

105. It is a fixed rule of evidence in Myfoor^ to fufpeft as 
falfe the teftimpny of every Witnefs, until its truth is o^herwife 
fupported« 


io6. It follows as a confequence of this principle, that the 
Panchaets arc anxious fdr the examination of collateral fads, of 
matters of general notoriety, and of all that enters into circum- 
fiantial evidence: and that their dccifions arc infinitely more 

influenced 
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influenced by that defcription of prooft than is confident with 
the received rules of evidence, to which we arc accuftoracd, or 
could be tolerated in the pradice of an Englilh Court. 

107. I have frequently converfed with the Dewan, and 
with the moft intelligent members of thefe Panchaets» on the 
fubjcA of this new principle in the reception of evidence 2 and 
none of thcfc pcrfons have hefitated to defend the rule^ and to 
avow, as an abftradt propoiition founded on experience, that the 
prefumption is infinitely flronger againft the veracity, than in favor 
of the truth, of a witnefs. 

io8. The peritd is not very remote when the perlbn who 
ihould have openly adverted to defeAive veracity, as a general 
charaderiftic of the people of India, would have been confider- 
ed in other countries as the viflim of an illiberal prejudice, or the 
author of ai% unmerited calumny. The tranflation of their civil 
and religious inftitutes, has now laid open to the general reader^ 
the apology or the expiation of perjury in moft of its forms: and 
the moft enlightened authorities of the law, have pronounced their 
practical conviction, that the natives of India are lamentably 
deficient in that ordinary degree of veracity, which in other coun- 
tries is cheriftied as the vital principle of mcural condu£lt ^nd 
the foundation of all the virtues. 

I GO. On an abftra£l view of the principle which has been no- RcireasooiM 
ticed, it would feem to be more confonant to reafon to receive 
teftimony at the value which it probably pofteftes, than to accept 
it at a value^ which it probably does not poiTefsr but it would be 
foreign to the objcft of this Report, and ftill more remote from the 
competence of its author to difcufs the pra£licablity, or expedi- 
ence of reconciling this rule of evidence to any fixed principles 
ofjurifprudence. 

I ID. It would be more encouraging to the views of a benevolent 

legiflator.

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kgiflator, to attribute the defedite morals of the people, chiefly 
to the defpotic Government, under which they have immemori- 
ally lived ; involving the habitual ncccffity of oppofmg fraud 
to force, and to conclude, that the evil would gradually fubfide, 
•n the eflablifliment of a better order of things. 

111. It would be ftill more confoling to believe, with the cele-^ 
brated author of the •• Spirit of Laws,*' that religion, however erro- 
neous, is the btft fecurity we can have for the probity of men; 
and that its errors may be torrefied by the civil laws, extend- 
ing their influence over the morals of a people. That venerable 
authority had probably in view the definition of religion, which 
views it as binding the confciences of men ; and if in the cafe 
of teflimony, the Hindoo fyflem (by whatever name it may be 
called) {hall be found defedive in that eflential bold ; the tafk 
may well be confidered arduous, to build any coKttSflion morally 
ufeful, on a foundation fo frail and unfubftantiaL 

112. I folicit your Lord (hip's pardon for the prefumption of 
entering at all into a difquifition fo little analogous to the fludies 
and habits of my life, but I have ventured with great humility 
to believe, that if this flriking diverfity in the principle of the 
reception of evidence, ihould furnifh to an enlightened legiflator, 

any ufeful refled ions for the better adminidration of judice, to 
the Inhabitants of Britifh India; the fuggeftions, however crude, 
by which it may have been introduced to his notice, would not 
be altogether deftitute of public utility*

113. It will be obferved from the foregoing (ketch of the 
internal Government, that extenfive powers arc committed to the 
Aumils of the diftrifts, fubjcft to the controul of the Subadars 
of provinces, and ultimately of the Dewan, on whom and on the 
extent of interference, which the RcGdent may find it neccffary to 
employ, muft finally depend, the degree of proteftion afforded 
to the people, in matters appertaining to the Revenue, and in 
the enjoyment of their Civil Rights. 1 14, On 
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114. On this moft important branch oftke admvniftration of 
MyToor, your Lordihip will doubtlefs expedt explicit information, 
and as the fubjed: is on more accounts than one of fome 
delicacy, your Lordihip will probably not difapprove my 
founding this head of Report, excluilvely on fa£ls, which are con- 
fiflent with my perfonal knowledge. On other fubjedts, I truft 
that I (hall not incur the imputation of egotifm.

115. On fir ft aduming the honorable charge committed to me 
by your Lord (hip, I was affailed in various forms by perfons, who 
wifhed to become the channel of communicating complaints ; 
experience had inftrudted me, that there was no fafety for myfelf 
or for the people, in tolerating fuch channels; and the deter- 
mination to hear principals only, occafioned fome delay. 

1 1 6. After fome frivolous reprefentations, (which feemed rather 
to be defigned as a teil of my difpofition to hear, and inveiligate,) 
feveral complaints were preferred, fome of them exhibiting a 
picture of the mofl intolerable oppreifion and rapacity. 


117. The De wan evinced the greateft anxiety that I fhould 
perfonally invedigate thefe complaints ; and propofed, without the 
lead hefitation, to fummon the Aumils accufed, and all records 
and perfons whofe teftimony was deiired by the perfons com«> 
plaining.

118. The fir ft, and apparently the moft grievous cafe^ will exhi<« 
bit the general character of thefe complaints. 

1 19. A farmer of the cxclufivc privilege of felling arrack, found 
near the clofe of the year, that he had made a lofing bargain s and 
folicited the Aumil, to exonerate him from kis contradt, to exa- 
mine the accounts of his receipts and difburfements, and allow 
him a falary for his labour. The complaint ftated that the 
Aumil had availed himfelf of this pretext to devote the whole

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property of the complainant to niercile£i plunder, and that the 
Dewan had refufed ro afford him redrefs. The refult of a moft 
ntinme inveftigation (hewed that his goods had been diflrained 
after a p^tieirt hearing, for thtf p^/ftient of a ^air balance; that 
he had impofed ort the Aumifl with falfe aiccounts ; and that a far- 
th€r fum was dill duc» which the Auiriil had not detected* 

I20. Some cafes, rather of error, than of fault, were re£lified as 
foon M drfeot^red : they fcemed to arrfe from perfonal enmity to the 
Aiimils, Id whom they had not btfett* repreifented in the firfl 
inflance, ivor referred ttf the Dewan. Iii other cafes the Aumils re- 
quired and received ai fuitable admonitioir^ 

lai. Since this pctin^d, perfons from Che uiofl remote parts 
of the Country have come to reprefent grievances, real or ima- 
l^inary , and tvtty fucb eompiaint has been inveftigated. 

122; Amon^g'fhe whole 6f thefe Complaints, t have found but 
one cafe of unqualified opprtiliori. 

*23; Tftrihftancc way diitreffing from tlie circumftance, ttiat 
thtf Aumil was nearly- ttUttd to the dewan : but reparation was 
immediatldy made, and the Aumil was difmiffcd from his fitua- 
tion« witfc difgrace; 

1 24. I have purpofcly fcparated thefe fads from the obfer- 
▼artonr; which T now Jwoefcrd tb fubtait to your Lordlhip*s judg- 
ment.

126. The treaty which cftabliflwd the prefent Government o£ 
My foor, confers on the reprcfentative of the Britilh Government 
the right of interpo(ing hts advice, in all cafes whatever 1 and the 
f^irit of the alliance fcems no lels to require, a difcreet forbear^i 
ance in the ordinary routine of the Government, than the firm 
and efficacious exercifc of this right when the occafion ihaii 
demand it* 

127. The knowledge that fuch a power exifls, and that it will 
be employed on proper occafions for the protedtiou of the people, 
is fufficicnt of itfelf, to prevent any frequent or urgent neceffity 
for its exercife: and where the perfonal charaflers of the Dewan^ 
and of the Britilh Refident are fuch, as to enfure a proper degree 
of mutual confidence, the diredt authority of the former will nof 
be impaired by the feafonable interpofiton of advice. 

1 28 . If therefore the Refident (hall employ the proper precauti-^ 
ons for being eafily acceffible without the intervention of a third 
perfon : and if to temper and probity, he joins an ordinary degree 
of vigilance, it does not feem to be probable, that oppreflion of 
any magnitude can long exift in Myfoor without dete^ioi» 
and red re fs. 


129. Every trait in the charadler of the Dewan marks him M 
an extraordinary man ; but your Lordfhip will not infer frbin 
the general praife, to which I mod chearfuUy add the tribute of 
my humble teftimony, that it is intended to reprefcat him, in 
the vifionary view of a character, without a fault, hiihlelf diveiled 
af once of the previous habits of his whole life, and capable of work« 

ing a fimilar miracle upon others. But I Venture with entire cbnfi«

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dence to reprefent him to your Lordihip as a charefler very far 
furpading the reafonable expectations of experienced men ; and 
if an order of things has been edablifhed, competent upon ihc 
whole to corre£l abufcs, when difcovered, it may feem to your 
Lordfliip toconftitute fomc approximation to ihc fobcr views, and 
praftical ends of good Government. 

130. On the whole of that moft interefting branch of my 
Report which relates to the general condition of the people of 
Myfoorj I have the fatisfadtion to flate to your Lordfliip my 
firm belief, that the fubftantial obje(3;s of the adminiftratioa of 
ju(lice,and the prote£lion •f the people in the enjoyment of their 
moft important rights, are attained in a refpe6lable degree by 
the provifions of the fubfidiary treaty ; and that fo long as the 
Conftituted authorities fhall prefcrve the confidence of their fupe« 
riors» thefe bleflings are not liable to material interruption, except 
from the depravity or fupinencfs of both the Dewan and the 
Britifh Refident.

130* The caufcs on which arc founded the afccndency of 
the European charai^er in India» are in fome refpedls unfavorable 
to the maintenance of fubordinate authority, when exercifed by a 
native, in thofe cafes which may relate incidentally to European 
gentlemen, and flill more frequently to fervants who make an 
improper ufe of their names. It would be difficult to defcribc 
the cafes, although altogether obvious to praflical obfervation, 
in which the authority of the native Officer, and the protection 
of the people committed to his charge, are liable to be diflurbeJ 
from thefe caufes. 


131. The cordial and efficient fupport, afforded by the Hono- 
rable Major General Wellefley to the Government of Myfoor, on 
all occafions, even during his abfence, has not only prevented 
inconvenience, but has perhaps been efTential to the profperity of 

the Country. I am far from intending an unbecoming complin 

mcnt 
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ment to that OfEcer, at the cxpencc of others, in ftatlng 5-doubt 
whether the fame extent of fupport may be always afforded by his 
fucceffors : becaufe the actual duties of that command can never 
be made to prefcribe the parental defcription of care, with which 
the Honorable Major General Wellefley has guarded the authority 
of the Government of Myfoor. 

13a. It is the folcobjedt of thefc obfervations to fubmit, that 
in cafes, where limited authority is not upheld by the influencjc 
of opinion, it requires the aid of powerful guards to prevent it^ 
falhng into gradual difrepute : and that, if the fapport which hdfi 
been defcribed fliould ever be materially diminiftied, the confc;- 
quenccs might be found to derogate from the adual coonforr aiyl 
fecurity of the people^ 


1 33, The adminiftration of the Revenue in Myfoor is eon*- 
mitted, under the controul of three principal Soubadars, to Aumils 
prefiding over diftri£ts, fufEcicntly limited in extent to admit a 
diligent perfonal infpedlion of the whole of their charge; the 
number of thefe diftrifts has varied as convenience fecmcd to re^ 
quire, from 116 to 12O; and thefe variations are ^narked in tbf^ 
annexed accounts of the grofs revenue for the feveral years.

134. Thefe perfona, when charged with ofiences comovittefl 
in their official capacities, are fubjcA to a diftin^ rule cf 
jurifdidlion. 


135. Their Salaries are fixed at a rate wliich the Dewan con* 
fiders to be adequate, and it is augmented on tried good condudb. 

136. If detefted in fraud or peculation againft the Govern- 
ment, they are fubjeft to the fingle punifliment of being declared 
for ever incapable of ferving it again, and the Dewan has lately a- 
doptcd the intention of extending this rule of punifliment to cafes 
of adtual opprcffion in the cxercife of power.

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137- The fyftem of peculation had ftruck fo deep a root under 
the former Government^ that a very large proportion of the firft fet 
of revenue fcrvants was eventually difmiffcd ; of the fccond fet, a 
fmaller number ; and their general condu6l did not become cor- 
K&, until it was afcertainedt that the Dewan was inflexible in the 
rule he had cfiablifhed* 

138. The main objeft of this exclufive mode oFpuniihment, 
has been well attained ; but it has alfo been followed by feme 
degree of inconvenience. It has difperfed over the Country a 
number of able» unprincipled, and difappointed men, who work 
in the fpirit of intrigue^ which belongs to their chara6ler and 
condition.

139. The eftablifliment of inferior Officers and perfons of 
every defcription employed in the adminiftration and colledion 
of the revenue, amounts to no fmaller a number than 9938, of 
whom the detail will be found under its proper head in the ac- 
count of diiburfements of the firft year; fuch of thefe as hold fitua-* 
tionsoftruft, are fubje£l to the fame rule as the Aumils, with 
refpcift to rewards and puniftiment.

140. The Dewan enters in a feparate account, ancient allot- 
ments of land to the local inftitutions of the hamlets and villages, 
(involving a detail of 4if739 objeds and perfons, and an annu« 
al expence of 89,489 4 14 j) and excludes the amount in the firft 
inftance from the account of the grofs Revenue, becaufe it 
can never become an available fource of fupply. 


141. The detail of this expence for the firft year is exhibited in 
the document No. 1, and can only be increafed by an augnfien- 
tation in the number of peopled villages. 


142. In the fyftem of revenue adminiftration introduced by Co« 
lonel Read, this head I believe was included in the total of the grofa 


revenue i 
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revenue; and afterwards charged in the expences of management ; 
But I think it was in contemplation to raife a new head in the ac- 
counts for this objefl; becaufe its introduction into theaccount, 
which afcertains the net revenue, gave an erroneous view, both of 
the available grofs revenue, and of the expences of management.

144. I have not yet procured the detailed accounts of the grofs 
revenue of each feparate diftridt for 1803-4, but the total Jumma<« 
bundy VI ill be found in the document No. 7. 


145. The flatement No. 6, exhibits a comparative view of the 
grofs value of each di{lri6l as rated in the Schedule, and theafcer- 
tained grofs revenue in each of the firft four years of the prefent 
adminiftration.

146* No doubt remains in my mind that the accounts furnifhed 
to Lord Cornwallis, (on which were founded the Schedules of 179a, 
and fubfequently thofe of )799«) were adually extra<£ted from the 
records of the revenue, and exhibited the mod correft account 
that Tippoo Sultaun was capable of giving of the grofs revenue of 
his Country at the former period. The encreafe exhibited in No. 6 
becomes the more fatisfadory from comparifon with the revenue of 
1791, when it had not much declined from its higheft amount under 
the Mahommedan Government.

150* The rent to be paid for dry land accordingly does not de- 
pend on the quantity cultivated, and the Aumil no further con- 
cerns himfelf with that obje6l, than to obferve whether thc Ryot ' 
fufficiently exerts his induflry, to be able to pay the r^nt. All Au-. 
mils are authorized to make Tuccavcc advances when ncceflary. 

1^1. The culrivaMon of dry grain is not only the mofl:extei> 
Re.f r.i^'Pfre. five, butthr; moft certain crop in the climate of Myfoor. It is 

fown according to the diflfirent kinds of Grain, from the beginning- 
of June, till thc middle of November, and the fucccflive crops 
are all got in by the end of January. From May till September 
inclufivc, the South Weft Monfoon, and the thunder ftorms 
which precede and follow it, furnifh a fpontaneous fupply of . 
water for thc Crops ; after a (hr^rt interval feldom without occafi- 
onal fhowers, the North Eaft Monfoon contributes its influence, 
until December, when heavy dews complete the growth and matu- 
rity of the remaining Crops. 

1 52. Although eight months of thc year arc occupied by the 

labours of the dry crop, it is not necefTary to a moderate degree of 

fuccefs, that the weather of the whole of that period Ihould be en- 

v.iiy the dry tircly fcafonablc. If difappointcd in thc Seafon for the early grains, 

'.V^whicr de! ^he Ryots have rerourfc to thofe which it is proper to fow at a later 

period , 
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period, and on the whole, the fuccefs is more certain thaii in thofe 
wet lands which depend on artificial refervoirs. Gentle and inter-^ 
mitting Rain may have furni(hed fufficient itioiflure for the dry 
crop ; but the filling of the refervoirs requires a heavy and continu- 
ed fall not capable of being abforbed by the earth. 

153. Twenty-five different kinds of plants, furnishing food or 
oil feeds, or the materials of facks or gunnies, are enumerated in 
the dry cultivation, but the principal are Ragee, which is the 
ilandard food of the Inhabitants, Juarce, Bajera, Butter, Toor^ 
Wheat, Cookie, and Herberra or Chenne. 


154, The great wet crop is of rice.

155. The fuperior certainty of a dry compared to a wet crop, 
is limitted to wet ground under refervoirs ; and the uncertainty 
of the quantity of water which may be coIle<^ed, and of courfe of 
the extent of land which can be watered, is among the principal rea« 
fons, which have hitherto prevented the adjuflment of a money 
rent for fuch lands ; and have continued the ancient pradice of the 
Warum, or the payment to the Government of a moiety of the adu- 
al crop. Thefe refervoirs depending on the rains of both mon- 
foons, the quantity which may be fov/n under them, with a fafe 
expcdation of fycccfs, can feldom be determined before November 
or December, when the grain is fown, or tranfplanted, and the har- 
vca is cut in May. This defcription of wet ground feldom ad- 
mits of two crops in Myfoor. 

156. The wet cultivation which d«p.endi on the embankments 
of the Caveri, and other rivers which have their fource in the weft- 
em hills is of a different defcription; and is ufually confidered the 
moft certain of all the crops j and for fuch lands the payment of a 
money rent has been introduced, and is gradually gaining ground. 
In fomc few cafes fuch lands are held uader an ancient fixed rent, 
much lower than the prefent rates.

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157. The water courfcs in magnitude rither rcfcmbling naviga* 
ble Canals, which iffum§ from Ihcfe embankments, are conduced 
with admirable (k\\\, along the flope of hills^ and occafionally 
acrofs ravines, with a fall barely fufficient for the flow of the wa- 
ter; and fertilize the whole of the intermediate fpace between their 
courfe and the River.

158. The(e works are of great antiquity, the lad in order of time, 
which fupplies the neighbourhood of Seringapatam, having been 
completed about the year 1690 by Shaikh. Deo Raj Woodiaver, to

1 59. Thefe works had been much negle£led during the latter 
years of Tippoo Sultaun's Government ; they have been reftored 
by the Dewan to the greateft extent that the population of the fe^ 
veral diftri6ls at prefent admits ; and will doubtlefs continue to at« 
tra6l his particular regard, as well from their a£lual utility, as from 
the fuperditious opinions which attach to their hiftory. The dreams 
^^ hich revealed to favored mortals the plans of thefe ingenious 
works, have each an appropriate legend, which is related with re- 
verence, and received with implicit belief; and the Dewan, although 
di veiled of many of the prejudices of his fe£t, continues pioufly to 
afcribe the fource of thefe extenfive blefTmgs to divine in fpiratiom

160. The rains of the South Wefl monfoon generally fill thefe 
rivers, and feldom fail to fwell them fufEciently for all the purpofes 
of the firil Crop, which is fown in June, and reaped in Novem- 
ber ; iti many fituations, there is a fuflicient fupply of water for a 
fecond Crop, but this operation is confidered bad farming, and ii 
feldom practiced, except in highly favored fpots and the richeft foil. 
The farmers of Myfoorguardagainftthecxhauftionof the foil, pre- 
ferve and manage their manure, and conduct moft of the operations 
of hulbandry, in a better manner than I have had the opportunity 

of obferving in any other part of India. 

i6i. Befide» 
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i6l. Befidcs rice, fugar is the only Crop depending on artifici- 
al irrigation, which deferves particular notico; although an cxhauf- 
ting, it is a very profitable crop, and is cultivated and manufac- 
tured in Myfoor, of a good quality, and to an extent exceeding the 
internal confumption. Sugar Candy has lately been made equal to 
that which is imported for common ufe from China, and this ma- 
nufa£lurc may be enlarged to the extent of fupplying the internal 
confumption ; but without water carriage it cannot meet the pro- 
duce of China in other markets.

162. A due confideration of thfc advantages of this branch of 
Agriculture, as well as the culture of Areca, Pepper, Cardamums, 
Tobacco, and (among other furplus produ<5ls) Sandal-wood (if the 
univerfal opinion in Myfoor that it will hot thrive in artificial plan- 
tations, (hall be found to be no more than a prejudice) is more inti- 
mately conncSled with the report on the commerce of Myfoor, for 
which I have not been able to procure any fatisfadory materials.

163. It is not furprising, that in a Country deftitute of 
Ports, Canals^ and navigable Rivers^ Commerce fhould have Iittl<i 
attracted the attention of its rulers. Hyder Alii obtained his firft 
Sea Port in 1764. His notions of commerce were entitled to the 
negative praifc of not being altogether fd barbatous as thofe of big 
fucceflbr; and no ufeful encouragement or fecurity appears to have 
been afforded to commerce, during the remaining thirty-five years 
of that dynady : towards its clofe, every refpeftable Soucar and 
merchant was plundered of all his vifible property, and the grea- 
ter number were abfolutely ruined; 


164. The praflical means of opening the minds of men to thd 
public benefits of commerce^ are certainly not numerous norobvi*^ 
ous in Myfoor. The Dcwan's conceptions on this fubjedt arc ac- 
cordingly more limited than on any other which I have had otea- 
fion to difcufs with him«

BY the third article of the SubGdiary Treaty of Myfoor, con- 
cluded on the 8th bf July 1799, it is ftipulatcd, that in the 
event of War, or of preparation for War With dny State or Power, 
the Rajah of Myfoor {hall contribute towards the difchar^:^ of the 
cncreafed exp^nfe incurred by the augmentation of the Military 
force and the unavoidable charges of War, fuch a fum, as (hall 
appear to the Governor General in Council at Foit William, on- 
an attentive confideration of the means of ihc RaJ4h of Myfoor, 
to bear a jufl; and reafonable proportion to his adiual net Re^* 
venue. 

It now becomes neceffary to confider, whether the expenfes ac- 
tually incurred by the Rajah of Myfoor, in co-operating with 
the Britiih power, during the late War againd the confederated 
Marhatta Chieftains, equal the amount of the fum which the Rajah 
might be juftly required to pay, under the provifions of the 
third article of the Subfidiary Treaty of Myfoor^

With a view to the dtcifion of this queftion, the Honbrable 
Major General Wellefley ^ paiTcd through Seringapaiam for the 
purpofe of obtaining complete information with regard to the 
extent of the Rajah of My foor^s refources, of the fixed diiburf^**

The refult of Major General Wdlefley's inqiurics at Seringa* 
patami is diftindly ftated in the annexed Difpatch from that 
Afpct4!xt« Officeri under date 1 8th of July.

Difpatch of the i8th of July, and amounts to the forri of 
9>39>l88'^ F^godas. To this fum^is to be added the e^^jieafe to 
which the Govccoment of Myfoor will be expofed by a jj;radualj 
inftead of an immediate reduflioo of the body of $illsihdar ijorfe 
to the Peace eftabli(hment of Myfoor; An immediate iredudlioii 
ef that body of Troops would obvioufly ht unfavorable to the fuc^ 
cefs of any future exertion of a fimilar nature on the part o£ the 
Government of My^or; that expence therefore is unavoidtiible^ 
confidently with the principles of policy and prudence i aiid miiil

The third article of the Sub&diacy Treaty was not intended to 
cilablifli a prcclfe rule to determine the proportion, which the 
pecuniary aid to be afforded by the Rajah of Myfoof to the Britifli 
Government on occaiions of joint War, fl^ould bear ta the tefoiircef 
of his Country ; it would indeed have been difficult, if not impradi- 
cable to have formed fuch a rule. I am of opinion that the ^uefii 

tisos 
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'tion of the Rajah's complete execution of the third article of Ihc 
Subfidiary Treaty on the occafion of the late War, fliould be deter- 
mined with reference to the general exertions of the Government 
of Myfoor in fupport of the common caufe, as well as to the 
extent of its pecuniary contributions. 

The difpatch from Major General Wcllcflcy to which I have 
referred in this Minute, contains a juft and mod honorable tef- 
timonyofihe zeal, judgment, and fidelity which reguia red the 
exertions of the Government of Myfoor in co-operating with the 
Brit illi Power, and of the degree in which thofe exertions con- 
tributed to the fuccefsful profecution of the War. In my judg- 
ment therefore, the Government of Myfoor muft be confidered 
to have afforded to the Britilh Government and its Allies in the 
late War, a degree of aid, greatly exceeding that which the 
Britifli Government and its Allies could have derived from a 
mere pecuniary contribution on the part of the Rajah of Myfoor, 
equal in amount to the extra charges aftu^lly incurred by the 
Rajah of Myfoor on the occafion of the late W^r. 

The amount however of the extra charges incurred by the 
Rajah of Myfoor, viewed as a pecuniary contribution, appears to 
tne to be as confiderable as could be reafonably and juflly requir- 
ed from the Rajah of Myfoor, under the provifions of the third 
article of the Subfidiary Treaty. 

After dcduding feven lacs of Pagodas payable to the Honor- 
able Company on account of the Subfidiary Force Rationed in 
Myfoor, the amount of thofe extra charges is nearly equal to 
One-jifuenth of the grofs Revenue of the Rajah's Dominion. That 
amount alfo nearly equals the aggregate of the fums intended by 
the Dewan of Myfoor to be annually fet afide for the cxprefs 
purpofe of meeting the contingency of War, as defcribcd in 
the fifteenth paragraph of Major General Wellefley's dif- 
patch, and may therefore be confidered at the commencement of 

the 
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the War, to have conftituted nearly the whole of the difpofabttf 
funds of the Government of Myfoor^ 

For thefe reafons lam decidedly of opinion^ that th6 Govern- 
ment of Myfoor has fulfilled the obligations impofed upon it by 
the third article of the Subfidiary Treaty, in the moft complete and 
fatisfadtory manner. 

With a view to obviate the embarraffmcnts which might here- 
after arifc from the diflSculty of defining the extent of the aid 
to be eventually required from the Rajah of Myfoor, under the 
provifions of the third article of the Subfidiary Treaty, I propofc^ 
that the aid a3ually afforded by that Government on the occafioti 
of the late War, be confidered as the ftandard by which out 
future demands on the Government of My foot fhall be regulated 
on fimilar occafioos^ 

I have great fatisfadiion in availing myfelf of this occafion to 
record my deliberate declaration, that every obje£l which I con- 
templated, in the fettlement of the Government of Myfoor on 
the terms of it's a<^ual relation to the Britifh power, has been 
completely accomplifhed. The affairs of the Government of 
Myfoor have been conducted with a degree of regularity, wiiHom^ 
difcretion, and juflice^ unparalelled in any Native State in India. 
The benefits of this fyflem of adminiftation^ combined with the 
conditions of its conne£lion with the Britifh Government, have 
been manifefted in the general tranquility and profperity of the 
Rajah of Myfoor'^s dominions, in the encreafe of the population 
and refources of the Country, in the general happinefs of the 
People, and in the ability of the Government of Myfoor to dif« 
charge with sseal, and iidelity» every obligation of the fubfifting 
Alliance. 

Under the operation of the Treaties of Myfoor and Seringapa- 
tarn in the courfe of five .years, that Country has acquired a degree 

of 
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*bf profpcrity, which could not poffibly have been attained mAct 
any other iyilem of political connexion, and has been enabled 
In fomc degree to repay, by the efficacy of its afliftance in the 
hour of emergency, the benefits which it has derived from the 
proteAing influence and power of the BritiQi Government. 

I difcharge a fatisfaftory part of my duty in availing myfelf of 
^his occafion to record the high fenfe, which I entertain of the 
merits and fervices of the Dewan Poorneah. To the exfrabr- 
dinary abilities, eminent public zeal, integrity, judgment, and 
energy of that didinguiflicd Minifter, muft be afcribcd, in a 
confiderablc degree, the fuccefs of the meafures, which I originally 
adopted for the fettlement of Myfoor, and the happy and proA 
perous condition of that flourifliing Country. The merits and fer* 
vices of the Dewan have been peculiarly confpicuous in the 
promptitude and wifdom manifefled by him in the application of 
the refourccs of Myfoor to the exigencies of the public Service, 
(during the late War with the coirfcdcratcd <. Marhatta Chieftains : 
and I deem it to be an aft of juftice to acknowledge, that the 
expedations, which I formed in felcdUng Poorneah for the im^ 
potunt office of Minifter of Myfoor, have been greatly exceeded 
by the benefits which have refiilted from his excellent Admi* 
niftation.

i, if^N my journey from Poonah, in obedience to Your Ex* 
\^ ccllency^s Orders, t have paffcd by this place, in order 
that I might have a pedfon^ communication with the Dewan and 
the aftingr^R^fidtrHlffrcgardiilg the diftribution of the Cavalry be- 
longing to the Rajah of Myfoor, which have been fervtng und^r 
iny Command. 

2. The total number ot Cavalry in tKe fcrvice of the Rajah ii 
how 4000, of which 30CX3 have been with me; the original num«» 
ber of 2000 ha ving been reinforced at the commencement of the 
late War. The rcfiilt of long difcuflions regarding thedifpofal of 
this body of Tiroops has at lad been» that th^ir numbers (hall be 
gradually reduced to aooo; and that one year (hall claprc, before 
thofc to be diifcharged, (hall be difmi(rcd from the fcrvice. 

3. As I had experiencfeJ in the benefits to be derived frooi 
thefe Troops ill the fervice of the Rajah, t was dcfirous that fome 
mode (hould be adopted of retaining the whole; I found that the 
Rajah could not maintain a greater number than ckooo, without 
breaking through the rules of oeconomy, which have been laid dov^n 
by the Dewan^ with a view to enable the Rajah's Government to 

afford 
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aftord the aflillance which ,the Britifli Government nnay demand 
from the Rajah in time of War, under the third Article of theSubfi- 
diary Treaty of Myfoor, orwithout applying to the payment of the 
Troops thofe funds, which have hitherto been enlployed by tho 
Dewan» in the conflruAion and repair of Tanks, Water-couries, 
Roads, Bridges and other Works, which will tend to. the improve- 
ment and increafe of the agriculture and refources of the Country. 

4. The number of 4000 Horfe will therefore be reduced to 2000 
in the courfe of one year t and this number is 500 more than the 
ordinary Peace Eftablifhment of the Rajah's Government.

Troops^ under Khan Jehan Khan diftinguiQied themfel ves ia the dcm 
Arudion of a band of Freebooters who had aflembled in Savanorc, 
and threatened Myfoon 

19. I now take the liberty of congratulating your Excellency 
upon the fucccfs of all your meafures refpeding the Government of 
Myfoor» and upon the pradical benefiu which the BritiOi Govern- 
ment has derived from its eftablifliments s I cannot avoid at the 
fame time» expreifing an anxious bope^ that the principles on which 
that Government was eftablifhed^ and has been conduced and 
iiipportedy will be fbengthened and rendered permanent.

My Lord, 


THE Gbvernor General in Council having taken into hii 
confideration, theprefent ftatcofthe Government of My* 
Ibor in its Relation to the Britifh Government, and with referi- 
cncctothe great alterations which have hten produced in the 
Politicalfituation of thefeveral States of India^ andefpecially the 
Marhatta States by the Treaty of Baflein, and by the refult and 
confequences of the late War igainrt the corifc4ftrated Marhatta 

Chieftains ; of the Treaties of Peace, Partition, and Subfidic ty AUi-

ance ; has now the honor to communicate to Your LordQiip in 
Couhcil, the refult of his deliberations upon that important 
'fubjeft. 

In a Minute which the Governor Genertil recorded at Fort St. 
George on the 4th September 1799, His Excellency declared 
his intention, that the whole Civil and Military authorities of the 
Company's Government in My foor, Ihould be fubjeft to the im- 
mediate Con*rol of the Government of Fort St. George, for the 

purpc'fj 
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purpofc oi more eflFeftually preferving the union between them, 
and of giving them the greateft degree of efficiency ; obferving 
however, at the ^^e time^tbat the importani; change which had 
been produced ki the Polidcal State of India by the Conquefl: of 
Myfoor. and by the death of Tippoo Sultaun, rendered it indif^ 
penfiblynecefFary, tliat the Officers of My foor fhould be brought 
under the cipfe aiid osnftant attention of the Oovernor Genentl 
in Council; and the Governor General therefore exprefled a de^ 
fire that the Supreme Government fhould be regularly appnzed 
of every Proceeding in Myfoor, and that no nKafuie of im^or* 
tance fhould be adopted by the Government of Fort St. George 
with refpeft to Myfoor, without the previous approbation of 
the Governor General in CounciL 

The great alteratteo^ %vhich have ful^feq^uently taken place in 
the Political State of India^ and efpecially the improved connect 
tion which has been eftablifhed between the Britifh Government 
and the Peifhwah, ( whofe Dominions are contiguoos to thofe of 
the Rajah of Myfoor,} require thaC the Civil aod Military authoiix 
tit& of the Ck>mpany eilabliChed in Myfoor^ fhould be placedvin- 
der the dire& authority of the Supreme Government The 
Governor General in Council has accordii^y deterauja^. to 
carry that afftogeiQcnt into immediate tfk^ 

His E;tcellency in Council delires that your Lordfljip in Ooun- 
. <jil will be pleafed to iffue prde;is without delay to the afting 
Refident in My foqr, inftrufting him henceforward to addreis his 
correfpondence direftly to the Governor General in Council^ 
and informing him, that in future, he will receive immediately 
from that Authority, fuch Ordens and Infl;ru6tions as it may be 
neceflary t» iffue to him for the guidance of his Condufik. 

YoMrXprdihip in Council will alfo be pleafed to dired regUr 
iar q£^^ Returns of the Troops, &c. ferving in Myfoor* to be 
tFv^imitted bythe Commanding Officer dire^Iy to Uie Gover- 
nor Goneral in Council. It 
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It is not intended that this Order (hall Tuperfede the powers 
of the Government of Fort St. George, over the Army in My. 
foor, or the eftablilhed Forms and Regulations of the Army of 
Fort St. George, from which eftablilhment, the forces employed 
in Myfoor, muft continue to be furnilhed.
